he asked leave to introduce this Bill, The Bill was not then in the hands of 
the members, and one hon’ble member expressed a doubt whether a Registrar 
of Hackney Carriages appointed by the Corporation would be in all respects an 
officer of the Corporation, and come under the general rules which regulated 
the appointment and dismissal of officers of the Corporation. To meet that 
objection Mr, Reyyoups had prepared an amendment in substitution for the 
second and third paragraphs of section 1 of the Bill as it stood, Instead of 
providing that the officer so appointed should be subjeet to the order, disposi. 
tion, and control of the Chairman of the Corporation, so far as the Town and 
Suburbs of Caleutta are concerned, he proposed to say that the officer s0 
appointed shall, as far as the Town and Suburbs of Calcutta are concerned, be 
subject to the ordex, disposition, and eontrol of the Corporation, and that the 
appointment und removal of the registering officer shall be subject to the pro 
visions of section 36 of the Calcutta Municipal Consolidation Act, which provided 
that no officer, whose salary exceeded Rs. 200 per meusem, should be appointed 
to, or removed from, his office without the sanction of the Commissioners at a 
meeting, At present Mr, Reynonps only moved that the Biti.be read in Council, 

‘The motion was agreed to. 

On the application of the Toy’ste Mr. Rernoups the Rules for the con- 
duct of business were suspended to enable him to move that the Bill be 
taken into consideration and passed. 

The Hon’ntr Mr. ReyNotps moved that the following be substituted for 
the second and third paragraphs of section 1 of the Bill:— 

«But the Local Government may, if it think fit, empower the Corporation of the Town 
of Coloutta to appoint such registering offiver, aud any ollivsr when so appointed shall, go far 
as the Town and Suburbs of Caleutta are concerned, be subject to the order, disposition, and 
control of the said Corporation. 

“Phe appointment and removal of such registering officer shall be subject to the provi- 
sions of section 36 of the Calcutta Municipal (onsclidation Act, 1876.” 

The motion was agreed to. 

The Hox’si« Mr. Reynoups then moved that the Bill be passed. He 
mentioned at the last meeting that it was hoped that the passing of this Bill 
would effect a considerable saving in the cost of working the Act, and it was 
therefore desirable that it should be passcd and come into operation as soon as 

ible. 

The motion was agreed to and the Bill passed. 


REGISTRATION of ESTATES. 

The How’sie Mr. Reynonps moved that the Bill to amend Bengal Act VII 
of 1876 be read in Council. He explained the object of this Bill at the last 
meeting, when asking for leave to introduce the Bill, and he believed it 
was generally admitted that the Bill was necessary and unobjectionable. 

The motion was agreed to, 

The Rules for the conduct of business having been suspended, the 
Hlow’nie Mr. Reyyonys moved that the Bill be taken’ into consideration and 
passed. Ile mentioned at the last meeting that he intended to adopt-this course, 
and as no objection had been offered either to tho principle of the Bill, or the 
way in which it had been drafted, he hoped that the Bill would now be passed. 

‘The motion was agreed to and the Bill passed. ’ 


CLEANSING AND ERECTION OF LATRINES IN FIRST CLASS 
MUNICIPALITIES 
Tho Hon’sue Mr. Mackunziz moved that the report of the Select 
Committee on the Bill to provide for the cleansing and erection of latrines 
in first class municipalities be taken into consideration in order to the 
settlement of the clauses of the Bill, and that the clauses of the Bill be con- 
sidered for settlement in the form recommended by the Select Committee. The 
Select Committee, he said, in considering the Bill had made one or two some- 
what material amendments. The first of these arose from the fact that there - 
were certain parts of the Suburbs in which it was not desireble to introduce 
such an elaborate system as that whieh was known as Hulalkore. Accord- 
ingly the Committee provided that the system might: be extend, no now 
ity, but to any part of it. It was also 
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upon tho valuation of holdings, ‘but on a scale which was to be fixed by the 
Lieutenant-Goyernor in communication with the Commissioners in meeting. 
The Committee had had some difficulty in determining what the minimum rate 
should be, and indeed it had been suggested ‘that no limits should be inserted 
in the Act, Government being left to adjust the scale to suit the circumstances 
ofeach place. On the whole, howover, it was considered desirable that. some 





limit should be inserted in the Bill, and the question had then been how to 
reconcile the conflicting views of the Howrah aud Suburban Municipalities. 
The original proposal was that the lowest limit should be a rato not exceed- 
ing Rs. 3 where the valuation of the holding amounted to, or owas less than, 
Rs 50. That did not suit the circumstances of Howral, Tho Howrah Muni. 
cipality proposed that the minimum rate should he Rs, 1-8 on a holding 
whose annual valuation amouated to, or was less the . That, again, 
Yi not suit the circumstances of the Suburban Municipality. It was therefore 
resolved as a compromise that the minimum rate should be Rs. 3 on « holding, 
the annual valuation of which was Rs. It would not be necessary 
to impose the full.tée in every ease. ‘The rates at Howrah would be less than 

' those to be imposed-in the Suburbs, where the rates proposed to be adopted, 
though higher than those for Howrah, would still be less than those now levied. 
‘At present a rate of from 8 annus to 10 annus was levied upon a holding of 
Rs. 25; whereas 4 annas would be the maximum fee which the Suburban 
Municipality could levy under this Bill on holdings of similar value, and with 
that rate they were quite content, 

The Committce had provided for the gi 
the scale of fees fixed and for the reduction or ion of the fee on the ground 
of porary They had also swept away entirely the scetion imposing a 
joint liability upon the owners of holdings and the Commissioners in respect 
of the construction of public latrines ; it did not appear to be the duty of owners 
to provide public latrines, but only latrines for their tenants. It was the duty 
of the Commissicners to provide public latrines for tl ral population and 
for those who came within the municipality to work for the day, and the Com- 
mittee had therefore left the construction af public latrines to be undertaken 
either from the general fund, or from the surplus proceeds of fees under this Act. 

The Committee had made a few other amendinents of small importance, and 
Mr. Macxenziz had one or two further amendments to propose on behalf of the 
municipalities interested, whose suggestions had only reached him at the last 
moment, in addition to those of which notice had been given, some of which 
had been suggested by the learned Advoeate-General. 

The motion was agreed to. 

On the motion of the Hos’pre Mr. Mac 
were substituted for “one rupee cight annas” 
Paragraph of section 3. ; 

‘erbal amendments were, on the motion of the Tloy’pty Mr. Mackenzir, 
made in sections 7, 8, 10, 13, and 15, and in the preamble of the Bill; and to 
section 19 the following words were added :— 

“And the word “holding” ie this Act shall mean a holding as alrendy ascertained 
for the purposes of assesement under the aforesaid Bengal Municipal Act, 176.” 

The Hon’ste Banoo Isser Cuunper Mirrer moved an amendment 
which had been suggested to him by the Chairman and Vice-Chairman of 
the Suburban Municipality, He said that section 203 of Act V of 1876 
Provided that where the owner or occupier of any private privy neglected 
or refused to keep the same in a proper state, he should be liable to a fine not 
exceeding Rs. 5). It was proposed by this Bill to make the Commissioners’ 
establishment liable for the duty of cleaning privies. But it had been suggested 
that keeping a privy in a proper state included something more than keeping 
it clean; ‘hat the’ privy should be kept in proper repair, and that proper 
receptacles should be provided therein, otherwise it would be imposstble-to 
clean the privy properly. He therefore moved that the following proviso 


be added to the section :— 
“Provided that such privy shall be kept i tate of repair, and that such 
eowsry veasla and reoeptadles shall be provisdl as ny be aiteotad hy sha Ooewplasionener? 
The How’nre the Apvocave-GenexaL remarked that section 203 of the 
Bengal Municipal Act did not apply to tho repairs of privies;/it merely 
pet IG 
biti cote 
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referred to their cloansing. ‘The words ‘proper state” in that section referred, 
according to the context, to drains, privies, and cess-pools, and simply’ meant a 
proper state of cleanliness The proviso which had been proposed would conflict 
Pith the existing law, and he therefore thought that the Council ought not to 
agree to its introduction. 

After some conversation the motion was negatived. 

On the motion of the Hon’nue Ma. Mackenzie the Bill was then passed, 


RURAL POLICE IN HAZARIBAGH AND LOHARDUGGA, 


The Hon’srr Mr. O’Kinrary moved that the Report of the Select Com. 
mittee on the Bill for the regulation of the rural police in the districts of 
Hazaribagh and Lohardugga be taken into consideration in order to the settle. 
ment of the elanses of the Bill, and that tic clauses of the Bill be considered 
for settlement in the form recommended by the Select Committee. 

The motion was agreed to. < 

The Hoy’pie Banoo Krisropas Pat said he had given notice of an amend- 
ment with a view to enable the Deputy Commissioner to recover money which 
might be embezzled or misappropriated by a headman. ‘The Bill provided no 
remedy against a hcadman in such a case. He miglit, it was true, be punish. 
ed under the Penal Cogle, but who was to make good the loss—the landholders 
or the parties liable to the rural police cess? It had, however, been pointed 
out by the hon’ble mover of the Bill that under the Penal Code a headman, 
who was convicted of embezzlement or misappropriation, might be sentenced to 
both imprisonment and fine, and that the amount of the fine might bo 

plied to make good the loss which might have been sustained. Then 
another difficulty had been pointed out by the how’ble member, namely, that 
if the provisions of Act Xi of 1850 were extended to village headmen, 
security must under that Act be taken from them. For these reasons, on 
second consideration, Banoo Kristopas Pau thought proper to withdraw the 
amendment of which he had given notice. 

On the motion of the Hon’str Mr. O’Kryeary the Bill was then passed. 


CONSOLIDATION OF THE EXCISE LAW 


The Hoy’si.x Mr. Reynoups moved that the report of the Select Com- 
mittee on the Bill to consolidate and amend the law relating to the Exeise 
Revenue in the Presidency of Fort William in Bengal be taken into consider- 
ation in order to the settlement of the clauses of the Bill, and that ‘the clause 
af the Bill be considered for settlement in the form recommended by the 
Select Committee. The Bill, he said, had been re-arranged on the lines of the 
Excise Act of 1871, and was in substance a reproduction of Act XXI of 1856, 
a few sections taken from Act XI of 1849 having been inserted in their 
proper place to provide for th¢ excise administration of Calcutta. He believed 
that the most substantial alteration in the law that had been made was the 
insertion of a provision that in Calcutta wholesale vendors of exciseable articles 
should pay fees for their licenses: the Select Committee could-find no reason 
why reholeanie vendors in Calcutta should be exempted, whilst elsewhere, 
throughout the province, they were required to be licensed. The other alter- 
ations which had been made by the Committee were completely set out in the 
report and needed no comment. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The Hoy’sty Mx. Reynonps said that he did not propose to ask the 
Council to pass the Bill that day, and &’s he had a few verbal amendments 
to. propose, he would suggest that the further consideration of the Bill be 

tponed. 
"The further consideration of the Bill was accordingly postponed. ,

Two letters from the Commissioner of Burdwan, dated the 14th December 1877 
and the 12{h February 1878, reporting the completion of the proceedings of 
the Drainage Commissioners appointed under Act V (B.C,) of 187], and the 
settlement of the appeals preferred against their allotment of the expenditure 
ineurred for the purposes of the Act. 

@ne Hooghly and Burdwan Drainage Act was passed by the Bengal 
Council in 1871, in order to provide the necessary legal machinery for the 
exceution of a comprehensive scheme of drainage which should permanently 
improve the sanitary condition of the swampy tract of country lying to the 
west of the river Hooghly between Serampore and Baily. Owing to the 
silting up of the water-courses and khals leading from the swamps to the 
river, the natural drainage of this tract had been almost entirely obstructed, 
and the water-logsed condition of a large area of land had not only stopped 
the extension of cultivation, but was also believed to. be the main cause of a 

rsistent and fatal type of malarious fever, After a carcful examination of 
the locality by a skilled engineer, it was evident that the measures required 
for its improvement were too extensive to be left to the independent action 
of the proprietors of the lands concerned, and that the drainage of the tract 
could only be effected by the ageney of Government under the authority of 
a special Act. Until further experience had been gained of the diliculties 
which might have to be encountered, it was deemed inexpedient to frame a 
meusure which should be applicable to the whole of Bengal, and the operation 
of the Act was therefore limited to the execution of a particular project—the 
drainage of tiie Dankoonee bheel. 

2, After the Act had come into force, the plans and estimates of the 
scheme were modified in some material points, and the commencement of the 
work was therefore delayed until January 187 The land required for the 
works was formally acquired within the next year, and the entire project was 
completed in August 1875, rather more than two years and a hall after the 
works had been commenced. 

8. Atan early stage of the operations, the limit of the land which might 
‘possibly derive benefit from the drainage works was delincated by a contour 
line taken at an elevation of 15 feet above sea level, aud the area of this entire 
iret was ascertained by subsequent measurements to be 56.419  bve 
made up ofa central block of 10,000 beeghas, which was irely unt 
cultivation, and an outside belt of 46,419 becghas whieh was susecptil 
considerable improvement. A careful local enquiry, made after the comp 
of the scheme, showed that 6,808 beeghas had Leen wholly reclaimed by the 
drainage works, and 29,928 beeghas liad been materially improved, ~The 
sbenefits of the scheme therefore had extended to 36,736 beeghas, or about two- 
thirds of the area included ie the original contour line. Tne rest of the tract 
remained unaffected by the scheme; that portion of it which was included in 
the central waste being occupied by tanks snd khals or by portions of the works. 

4, In determining the annual increase of value arising from the drainage 
of eaci: class of land, the Commissioners found that the reclaimed lands which 
had before been unfit for cultivation were at once leased out by their proprie- 
tors ata rent of Ks. 2-8 per beegha. As no rent at all had previously been 
paid, the rate of Bs. 2-8 a beegha was fairly taken to represent the increment 
of value caused by the drainage of the land. In the case of lands which had 
merely been improved, the question was not so simple; but after instituting 
careful local enquiries in every village, and comparing the rents actually paid 
by the ryots since the completion of the drainage with those rujing before, the 

ommissioners found that the aggregate increase of rent throughuut the improved 
area amounted to Rs. 25,988-11, or fourteen anmas per beegha, Having thus 
determined the annual increment of value on each class of land, and having 
further ascertained that fifteen years’ purcliase represents the fair market value 
of land in the interior of Hooghly, the Commissioners estimated the increased 

-Yalue conferred ‘on improved lands at Is. 3,89,831, and that on reclaimed lands 

At Ks. 2,48,687, the total value of the improvements resulting from the works 

being Rs, 6,838,518, 
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5. The total expenditure incurred on the scheme may be classified 4 
follows :—

The whole of this sum was advanced by ‘Government under section 17 of 
the Act. ‘here was some question as to the mode of calculating the interest to 
be charged on the amount, but it has been decided that section 20 contemplated 
the payment of simple interest only. Including interest, therefore, the total 
amount to be reeovered from the proprietors on the 30th June 1877, the date of 
the apportionment of cost, was Rs. 4,82,699. At a mecting of the Commissioners 
held on the 14th December 1876, it was resolved to allot the costs of the scheme 
among the proprietors, by charging Rs. 11-4 for every rupee of enhanced annual 
value. According to the calculations then made, it appeared probable that an 
assessment on this principle would yield Ks. 4,80,000, which would suffice to 
meet the Government demand. But when the allotment was completed, it was 
found that the assessment on the proprietors would only produce Rs. 4,78,895, 
while the accumulation of interest had raised the Government demand to 
Rs, 4,82,699, ‘To avoid the necessity of revising the elaborate calculations which 
had been mude, the Commissioners decided to transfer to the credit of Govern. 
ment a sum of Rs. 5,281 which had been realized from the proceeds of fisheries 
under section 40 of the Act, and from other misecllancous sources, thus reducing 
the liability of the proprietors to Rs, 4,77,467, which is covered by Rs. 4,78,895, 
the amount apportioned against them. his arrangement, as well as the 
inclusion in the allotment of the charges incurred for maintenance and repairs 
up to the end of June 1877, has the approval of the Lieutenant-Governor. ‘The 
report of apportionment bas been duly published in the munner required by 
section 25 of the Act, and the Collector should now procced to serve notices 
upon the proprietors under section 28. Only five appeals have been preferred 
against the award of the Commissioners, and it may be hoped from this 
acceptance of their arrangements that no great difficulty will be 
experienced in realizing the advances which have been made by Government, 

6. Locking to the fact that the Dankoonee drainage scheme was of the 
ental measure, the Lieutenant-Governor considers that the 
results are fairly satisfactory, though the cost of the work seems to have been 
much higher than was anticipated. A large area of swampy and uscless land has 
been rendered fit for cultivation, and a still larger area has heen materially 
improved, It is perhaps premature at present to attempt to forecast the effect 
of the operations upon the health of the inhabitants of the villages which have 
been drained; but there seems to have been a pereeptibie abatement of the: 
malarious fever which formerly prevailed, and there can be no dispute as to 
the belief of the villagers that a great benefit has been conferred upon them. 
It is also clear that where the people understand the nature and purpose of 
drainage works, Government may look for intelligent advice and co-operation 
in carrying them out. 

7. Considerable delay occurred in allotting the costs of the scheme 
among the different proprietors, and the charge for interest has in consequence 
been needlessly heavy. ‘The work of apportionment, however, was diffieult 
and complicated, and involved the decision of questions for the settlement of 
which the Act had provided a somewhat cambrous machinery. With the 
completion of the apportionment the powers of the Commissioners ‘have ceased, 
and the duty of maintaining the works in efficient repair has passed into the 
lands of the Collector, It only remains for the Lieutenant-Governor to 
express the thanks of Government to the Commissioners and to all the 
officers concerned for their services in bringing the scheme to a satisfactory 
conclusion.

Re, 74,712-13-7. Ata previous mooting the commissioners had taken exception to this 
proceeding of the Public Works Department, charging compound insteud of simple inteross 
on the advances made, and a reference was made to the Examiner of Publie Works Accounts 
on the subject, which, U believe is now awaiting the decision of Government.

2, or nearly 
Rs, 4,80,000, a sum which it was expected from tho cortificate of the Examiner of Publie 
Works Accounts tlen, at hand, would, after meeting the liabilities incurred up to that date, 
leave over Rs. 12,000 for additional interest, establishment, and other charges up to the time of 
the completion of the work, ‘Lhe ealeulations were mado in conformity with the above 
resolution under the immediate supervision of the sub-committee, ond in. four mouths’ timo 
the Kegisters LI and BI, 72 in number, showing the details of lands reclaimed and 
improved, were completed. ‘The actual result of the ealculations did not naswer the expoutae 
tion of the commissioners, as, instead of Rs, 4,80,000 as estimated by the committee, they 
obtained only Rs. 478,895, On the other hand, the demand of Government, owing ‘to the 
rapidity with which interest had boon accumulating, came up to Rs. 4,82,899 on the date of 
the apportionment (30th June 1877). 

6 Tk will bi red that the total of the sums advanced, Rs. 4,10,129 (seo paragraph 
8), includes Rs. 2,055, the cost of maintenance and repairs up to the end of June 1877, which 
is recoverab'e under section 39 of the Act, and as such ought to have been excluded from the 
amount payable uniir section 20; but as the item is very small compared with the total 
ontlay, and us it will huve to he eventually paid by the proprietors in the proportions of 
their bri contributions, the commissioners have, deemed it inexpedient, under tho special 
circumstances of the case, to exelude it from the sum to be apportioned against the proprictors. 
Tho Examiuer of Public Works Accounts has, however, been requested to keep a sepurate 
account of ull sums advanced for maintenance and repairs subsequent to the 30th June last. 

As alreudy stated (see paragraph 4), the liability of the proprictors on the ‘(th 
June 1877, including simple interest ut 5 per cont, por annum, amounts to Rs. 482,099, 
which exceeds the suins obtained by the rate of npportionment adopted (Rs, 4,78,895) by 
Us, 3,804; and it will be noted that this exeess is owing to the interest, which has been 
accumulating at the rate of about Rs, 1,700 per mensem, and which will continue running 
at the rte, mouth after month, for some time to come. ‘Lhe commissioners have thought it 
right not to disturb the calculations already made at considerable expense and trouble ; but 
leaving them untouched, they have adopted an expedient which appears to be the best, under 
all the circumstances of the case, witht a view to realize the entire amount due to Government. 
Tt was ascertained on reference to the treasury officer that Rs, 4443-11, the proceeds of the 
fisheries under section 40, and the rents of spoil banks, &e., under soction 36 of the Act, were 
standing tu the credit of the collector and chairman on the 30th June 1877 us trustee for tha 
proprietors in the aesnunts of the Hoogily treasury, and that Rs, 748 2-11 had been recovered 
‘as costs in land acquisition cases referred to the civil courts. ‘Tbe former item Ms. 4443-11 
is, under the law, payable to the proprictors in the proportions of their respective contributions, 
and as such can be unobjectionably carried to the’ credit of Government to reduce their 
liability. "The land acquisition cases were conducted at the expense of the proprietors out of 
the aivances received from Government, aud any amount recovered from private parties a8 
costs in these cases belongs of right to the proprietors, and may therefore be set off against the 
Government demand, ‘These two items, aggregating Rs. 5,231-13-11, have now ler 
to the collector and chairman been carried to the credit of Government, reducing the it it 
which has already accrued from Rs, 72,570 to Rs. 67,338 and the liability of the ‘ietors 
from Rs. 4,82,699 to Rs, 4,77,467, which is less than the sum apportioned against them, 
Re. 4,78,805, by Rs, 1,428, It will, therefore, be obacrved that by the arrangément made the 
sum xpportioned against the proprietors covers all the costs iuourred, including interest, up to 
the date of apportionment, and leaves a surplus of Rs. 1,428 availeble for petty ex} 
necessary in the shipe of establishment and coutiugencies to bring the apportionment 
work to'a close. With a view te realize the interest accruing subsequent to te date of 
apportionment, the commissioners have decided that the sums apportioned against the several 
proprietors shall bear interest at 5 per cent per annum from the 30th June 1877 up to the 
date of realization.

On the motion of the Hox’srs Mr. Reyyowbs ‘a verbal alteration was made

on The Hon’str Banoo Kristobas PAu moved the omission of the words “ 
or” after the word “tari” in line 3 of the definition of fermented liquor” in 
the same section. The object of the Bill, he said, was to control and, if possible 
: prevent the use of intoxicating’ drinks and drugs. "The acquisition of revenng 
I was a secondary object ; but thé primary object was to prevent the consumption 








te of intoxicating drinks and drugs, He believed theCouneil would agree with him 
- that fresh tari could not be called a fermented liquor, and so the inelusion. of 


the word “fresh” in this clause, in his humble judgment, was not consistent. 
Te was aware that the word was used’ in the old’ law, but when it 
was being subjected to revision, if anything appeared in it which was 
incongruous or inconsistent, it ought to be corrected. He eould not-believe that 
any member of this Council would hold that fresh tari or palm-juice was intoxi- 
cating; if anything, it was the reverse ; it was, indeed, a cooling, wholesome, 
medicinal beverage, and he could not conceive that the Government would wish 
to tax the consumption of such an unobjectionable drink. He'was not aware until 
this moment that this drink was subject to an excise duty. But whether it was 
subject to duty or not, looking to the main object of the Bill, he considered 
that it was inconsistent to include fresh tariin the category of fermented 
liquor. 

F 4% The Hon’sty Mr. Revvonps said he hoped the hon’ble member + 
would not press the amendment, as he was unable to aécept it. The 
object of the Bill was to consolidate the existing law; whereas the amend- 
ment before the Council, if carried, would effect a serious and important | 
alteration of the law, and he thought that, before proposing it, the 

‘ hon’ble member should be prepared with a more pructical objection than 

the apparent incongruity of the existing provision. ‘The Bill was substantially 

a re-production of Act XXI of 1856, and he had never heard a single complaint 

that the inclusion of fresh tari in the law had worked any hardship to the 

people, There was no intention to interfere yexatiously with the production 

and use of fresh tari, and if the homble member referred to section 14, he 

would see that provision was made for dispensing with the operation of this 

clause where the consumption of tari in a fermented state was inconsiderable. 

But where the consumption wus considerable, it was a very important matter 

that the Government should have certain powers of supervision and regulation 

over.the production of the fresh tari, which became fermented by the lapse Of a 

few hours of the day, He therefore hoped the Council would not agree to this 

amendment. 

The Hoy’nte Banoo Kristopas Pan said he was entirely in the 

hands of the Council, and was prepared to withdraw the amendment if 

the sense of the Council was against it. If it was considered objectionable 

to introduce any new matier in the Bill, because it was ‘a consolidation 

meastire, he thought if would be admitted that a provision of thi kind eee 

» been introduced by the clause which subjected wholesale vendors of intoxi- 

cating liquors in ‘Calcutta to a license. Now, if the real objection to the 

amendment which he had proposed was that no substantial alteration of 

the law should be made in this Bill, then he did not think it quite consistent 

to introduce the provision to which he had just referred.

The Hon’sie Mz. Reynotps moved the addition to section 16 of the fol-

«The Board may by rule define what shall be held to be an assortment for the purposes 
this et Beard may also determine what shell be a retail sale of any article from time to 
time declared by the Local Government to be included in the definition of intoxicating drags 
under this Act.” 

The last clause of the section as it stood declared that the sale of an assort- 
- ment of spirituous or fermented liquors in the quantity specified above, or in less 
uantity, by a licensed wholesale vendor, was prohibited, The special object 
if that clause was for the protection of retail vendors in order that those who 
had wholesale licenses might not have the power of selling in such a way as to 
interfere with the trade of retail vendors. The Select Commit considered 
the question whether they should define what should be considered an assort- 
ment of liquors, and found it difficult to come to any definite conclusion upon 
tie point; and’ therefore they thought it expedient that the matter should be 
left to be defined by rules to be framed by the Board of Revenw 

The second clause of the amendment was to provide an accidental omission 
in the Bill. The Bill gave power to the Board to declare what should be a 
retail sale of any article declared by the Government to be fermented liquor ; 
but asit did not give the same power as to intoxicating drugs, it seemed necessary 
to make provision for that also. 
The motion was agreed to. 
On. the motion of the Hon’si Mr. Revnoxps the second clause of section 
If was omitted, provision for the same object being made by en amendment 
to be moved in section 61. 
In sections 18 and 27 amendments were made, on the motion of the 
Hoy'str Mr. Reynoups, to supply an accidental omission ; and at the end of the 
latter section he moved that the words ‘as if the said license and engagement 
had been formally renewed” be inserted.

Section 65 provided a fine of Rs. 500 upon every proprietor, farmer, 
tehsildar, gomashta, or other manager of land who authorizes or connives at 
the manufacture or sale of any’exciseable articles by any unlicensed person, 
The Hoy’si® Banoo Krsropas Pat moyed to insert the words upon 
lands held by him from such proprictor, farmer, tehsildar, gomashta, or manager” 
after the words ‘unlicensed person.” The object of section 64 was to define 
the responsibility of landholders in respect to the manufacture of excise. 
able article. As the section was worded, it might be construed to‘inelude « 
proprietor whese land might not be leased out for the illicit Manufacture of 
exeiseable articles, and who might not have tle opportunity of knowing of, or 
conniving at, the offence. The proprietor, might be the landholder of a whole 

mnah;-he might have let out his estate in farm to, different® individuals, 
one of which individuals (A) might alléw a person to manufacture in an. illic’ 
manner any exciseable article under this B Well, the actual proprietor not 
knowing anything, and not being in a position to knowy and not having the 
power to interfere with the lessee of the land, Banoo Krrtsropas* Pat did not 
think it would be just to include him in section 65, asthe section in its present 
form would do. If it should be argued that, irrespective of the law, the imme- 
diate owner of the land upon which illicit manufacture was going on, ‘should 
give notice, he admitted that it was clearly the duty of all classes to do so, and 
hé did not see why a particular class should be singled out and made subject 
to a heavy liability. He could understand that a man who himself allowed his 
land to be used for an illicit purpose should be held responsible; but section 65 
as worded was not contined to the immediute holder of the land. 
The How’nir Mr. Buckiasp said he thought the amendment proposed 
was not absolutely necessary, and he was also afraid that this provision of the 
Jaw had ‘always been a deed letter, Ife had not heard of a case in which it 
was possible to find evidence of authority given by a proprietor of land for 
the iteat manufacture of exciseable artic and as to connivance, it was very 
difficult to define what it meant. If the hon’ble member wished to press the 
amendment, he had no objection to offer. 

The Hon’nir Mr. Reynoups observed that he had no strong objection to 
thé amendment, but he should prefer to retain the present wording of the 
section. 

The Hoy’rue tHe Apyvocarr-Grexrrat said, suppose a man let his land on | 
the condition that this use should uot be made of his land, and that if it was — 
so used, he might re-enter into possession. Suppose that the land was so used 
and that he did not re-enter. Such conduct may be evidence of connivance. 
A Magistrate who convicted under this section must find that the proprietor or 
manger authorized or connived ; a wan who wilfully kept his eyes shut might 
be said to connive.

of water from the village site. ‘he natural drainage system of the country, os, 
I liave stated on page 5 of the pamphlet, is as follow ae | 

«<The drainage of all the villages in the epidemic districts, as elsewhere 
in Lower Bengal, is effected by the water first ranning into the nearest paddy- 
fields lying in the direction of their slope ; thence it collects in the bheels,- from _ 
which it rushes through khals into larger streams, which again communicate 
with navigable rivers. An obstruction occurring in any one of these conduits’ 
must interfere with the drainage, and its effects are felt more or less according 
to the proximity or remoteness of the obstruction from the scene of its influence. | 
Accordingly, it has been found, as will be noticed more particularly hereafter, 
that thegtoppage of the mouths of the different streams has not been produc: _ 
tive of such serious consequences to the villages lying within their influence, 
as when the same occurred more in the vicinity of those villages.’
